In particular it bouiiit the tank depots and 
filling stations of the 15ITAG (Waphta Industries and Tank Depots Inc.) and of the 
Kdhlewertstoffe-A.G.’s BV-Aral (Carbon Products, Inc., Gasoline and Benzol Group) 
in 19lt6 and 19U7 prior to tiie monetary reform. A copy is available of the purchase 
contract concluded on 19 March 19li6 between the Derunapht and the Laikl Govemmont 
of Thuringia under fSIA pressure. Under this contract Land Thuringia was forced to 
sell to Derunapht all the roal estate and property of the BV-Aral and NITAG Firms. 
This property had been confiscated by ■^and Thuringia in 19lt6. Of the purchase 
price agreed upon, 75 psrcent was paid in cash and 25 p<arcent in goods. Under this 
contract Derunaj^t received the five tank depots of BV Aral in .irfurt, Qora 
(M 06), Hordhausen (M 52/D 12), Sonnoberg LK 5 i/<J lO) and Suhl (M 51/J 02) and 
the three HITAG tank depots in Erfurt, Gaalfeld ^VL 5l/J 53) and Ilildburghausen (K 
Sl/J 10) in addition to 28lt-D?-Aral filling stations and Uo imAO filling stations. «
